hook and settled an alleged part- 
nership between Dr. A. Imus- 
man and James K. Hughes. W< 
did not believe then that Dr 

Hhosman had authotisad the fil 

ing of the suit. Inasmuch as i 
followed the sending out bj 
Cliarlesworth of certain affidavit! 
and circulars attacking the pub- 
lisher of the Blade, the filing bv 
him of a suit for $725 for alleged 
senires rendered by him while 
in our employ, and the attempt to 
have issued an attachment plac- 
ing in the hands of the Sheriff 
our entire plant, which was 
thrown out of court for lack of a 
bondsman: the writing

number of supply houses that we 
were insolvent and advising 
to protect themselves, we looked 
upon the Hausman suit as a part 
of his scheme to injure us in the 
'•(immunity. Color was lent to this 
belief by a notice of the suit be- 
ing "played up" in the daily pa- 
ners, with flaming headlines three 
days before the papers were 
served. The matter was placed 
in the hands of our attorneys, 
Hunt. Bullock and Hunt, who 
went into court and asked that 
the usual bond for costs be re- 
quired. The court granted the 
motion for bond, allowing thirty 
days for its filing.

28th came to hand and 
you have received in the 
meantime my letter in which I 
stated that the suit for damages 
was brought without my knowl- 
edge and consent. It is true I 
gave Charlesworth a power of 
attorney, but not as a hostile 
measure against you. Nothing 
was said in it about an action 
for damages and the clause about 
the receiver I considered a provis- 
ion for an emergency in case you 
were unable or unwilling to finish 
the book and could not agree 
with Charlesworth about the 

eon me to take. 

When Charlesworth published 
a notice that he had nothing at 
all to do with the book and let- 
ter- began to come in complain- 
ing that the writers had sent 
money and had received neither 
receipt nor book. I naturally felt 
somewhat indignant, because I 
had been advised by Charles- 
worth that it was doubtful 
whether the book would be finish- 
ed, and wrote that I considered 
it no more than right that he 
should guard my interest. For 
that purpose I offered him power 
of attorney, asking him to make 
it out in the necessary form, re- 
lying on his discretion and with- 
out an intimation of a suit. 

Concerning your proposition to 
turn the matter over to one of the 
parties mentioned in your letter, 
that would be satisfactory to me 
but would it not require legal 
proceedings to rescind the power 
of attorney? The sole object in 
signing the power of attorney 
was to have my interest repre- 
sented, because 1 cannot attend to 
fl am liable to be called out 
WB at any time, but I had 
no thought whatever of bringing 
a suit. 

You can easily understand how 
impossible it was for me to judge 
the merits of the ease impartially 
with only one side of it presented.

"It is remarkable that we 
should have about a thousand 
subscribers in Europe — peopl 
who buy an American journal t 
gat the news of their own conn 
tries, because the governments 
often censor their own publica- 
tions. Our journal is published 
for the purpose of running down 
rumors and establishing the fact! 
wherever interesting rpiestions as 
to the church, morals, etc.. are 
involved. Of the .140 Cstholk 
journals in this countrv 109 are 
foreign. There are 18 Catholic 
dailies in the country— all of 
thein published in foreign lan- 
guages. Seven are in French, 
three in Polish, two in Oernian 
and one in Bohemian. The French 
people of the New England 
States are the best supporters 
the Catholic press. They support 
22 journals, the seven dailies be- 
ing among them. 

"Our journal. America, was es- 
tablished by the Jesuits. The fi 
Jesuitical provinces in Ameri 
and the one in Canada furnished 
the editors, as well .is the fn 
ccs.

If any- 
thing of interest happens in anv 
of these places we now have bu 
reaus to get the real facts.
